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GENERAL LAWS. 


AN ACT relating to Roads and Highways. 
CHAPTER I. 
OF LOCATING COUNTY ROADS. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That all county roads shall be under the 
supervision of the board of county commissioners of the county 
wherein the said road is located, and no county road shall be here- 
. after established, nor shall any such road be altered or vacated in 
any county in this Territory, except by the authority of the board 
-of county commissioners of the proper county. : 

Sec. 2. All application for laying out, altering or Sealine 
county roads, shall be by petition to the board of county commis- 
sioners of the proper county, signed by at least twelve housebolders 
of the county, residing in the vicinity where said road is to be laid 
out, altered or vacated, which petition shall specify the place of 
beginning, the intermediate points if any, and the place of termina- 
tion of said road. | 

Sec. 8. When any petition shall be presented for the action of 
the said board for the laying out, alteration or vacation of any county 
road, it shall be accompanied by satisfactory proof that notice has 
been given, by advertisement, posted up at the place of holding the 
county commissioners court, and also in three public places in the 
Vicinity of ssid road, or proposed road, thirty days previous to the

“presentation of said petition to the board, notifying all persons con- 
cerned, that application will be made to the said board, at their ses- 
sion for laying out, altering or vacating such road, (as the casemay 
be.) 1 

Sec. 4. Upon the presentation of such petition and proof that 
notice has been given as provided in the last section, the board of 
commissioners shall appoint three disinterested householders of the 
county, as viewers of said road, anda skillful surveyor to-survey 
the same, and shall issue an order directing said viewers and survey- 
or, on а day to be named in said order, or, оп their failing to meet 
on said day, within five days thereafter, to view, survey and lay 
out or alter said road. 

Sec. 5. "Thatitshallbe the duty of the viewers and surveyors 
appointed as aforesaid, after receiving at least five days previous 
notice by one of the petitioners, to meet at the time and place speci- 
fied in the order of the commissioners aforesaid, or within five days 
thereafter, and, after taking oath or affirmation faithfully and impar- 
tially to discharge the duties of their appointments respectively, 
shall take to their assistance two suitable persons as chain bearers, 
and one marker, and proceed to view, survey and lay out, or alter 
said road, as prayed for in the petition, as near as in their opininion 
в good road can be made at а reasonable expense, taking into con- 
sideration the ntility, convenience and inconvenience, and expense, 
which will result to individuals as well as to the public, 1f such a 
road shall be established and opened or altered; and the surveyor 
shall survey such road under the direction of the viewers, and cause 
the same to be conspicuously marked throughout, noting the corners 
and distances ; and, at the end of each mile shall cause the number 
of the same, and also the commencement and termination of said road 
or survey, to be marked on a tree or monument erected for that pur- 
pose; he shall also make out and deliver to опе -of the viewers, : 
without delay,.a correct, certified return of the survey of said road, 
and a plat of the same; and the viewers, or a majority of them, 
shall make and sign a report, in writing, stating their opinion in fayor 
of, or against the establishment or alteration of such road, and set 
forth the reasons of the same; which report together with the plot 
and survey of said road or alteration, shall be delivered to the 
county auditor by one of the viewers, on or before the first day of 
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the session of the county commissioners, then next ensuing; amd it 
shall be the duty of the commissioners, on receiving the report of 
the viewers aforesaid, to cause the same to be publicly read on twa 
different days of the same meeting ; and, if no legal application shall 
be made to them for review of said road, or alteration, or petition 
for damages between the first day of their session, at which the 
report and survey are made, and the second day of their next regu- 
lar session, and they are satisfied that such road will be of public 
utility, and the report of the viewers being favorable thereto, they 
shall cause said repo.t, survey and plot to be recorded in a book, to 
be kept for that purpose, and from thenceforth said road shall be 
considered a public highway, and the commissioners shall issue their 
order directing said road*to be opened; but if the report of the 
wiewers be against such proposed road or alteration, or if in the 
opinion of the commissioners, the same shall be unnecessary, then 
no further proceeding shall be had thereon; Provided, ‘That in all 
cases where any oath or affirmation is required to be taken by any 
person under the provisions of this act, the same may be adminis- 

.tered by the surveyor or by one of the viewers or reviewers, who 
have previously been sworn or affirmed themselves; Provided further, 
That it shall not be necessary to survey any county road the county 
commissioners shall order. 

Sec. 6. When the viewers shall have reported in favor of the 
prayer of the petitioners, as’ provided in the preceeding section, it 
shall be lawful for any householder of the county, at any time before 
such report shall be confirmed and adopted, to apply to the commis- 
sioners for a review of said road, by petition signed by at least 
twelve householders residing in the vicinity of such road, or proposed 
road, and the commissioners shall, on such petition being presented, 
and they satisfied that it was just and reasonable, appoint five dis- 
interested householders-of the county to review said road, and shall 
issue an order to said viewers, directing them to proceed on & day 
named in such order, or within five days thereafter, to review the 
ваше and report thereon. 

Sec. T. The viewers so appointed to review such road, or a majority 
of them, after having received at least five days previous notice by 
one of the petitioners for the review, and after taking an oath or 

* affirmation, as prescribed in section five, shall proceed to examine 
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the road or proposed road, viewed by the former viewers, and shall 
make a report in writing to the board of commissioners at their next 
. regular session, stating their opinion in favor of, or against such road, 
and their reasons for the same; andif the viewers, or a majority of 
them, be in favor of laying out, altering or vacating such road, as 
recommended by the former viewers, such report shall be adopted 
and confirmed by the commissioners at the same ‘вевёїоп at which it 
was received; but if such report be against laying out, altering or 
vacating such road, as recommended by the former viewers, no 
further proceedings shall be had thereon before the commissioners. 

Sec. 8. If any person, through whose lands any county road 
may be viewed and marked out, shall feel that be would be injured 
by the opening of the same, such person*may make complaint thereof 
in writing to the board of county commissioners, at any time after 
the report of the viewers appointed to review said road is received, 
and before the second day of the next regular session of the commis- 
sioners, and if such complaint be made, the commissioners shall ap- 
point three disinterested householders of the county, who shall meet 
at such time as may be designated by the commissioners, or at such 
time as may be agreed upon by such householders, and after having 
‘been duly sworn or affirmed to discharge their duty faithfully and 
impartially, shall proceed and view said proposed-road the whole dis- 
tance through the premises of the complainant, and assess and deter- 
mine how much less valuable such premises of the complainant would 
be rendered by the opening of said road, and they shall report the 
вате in writing to the commissioners, at their next regular meeting 
thereafter. 

Sec. 9. Ifthe commissioners be satisfied that the amount of 
damages so assessed and determined is just and equitable, and that 
the proposed road will be of sufficient importance to the public, to 
cause the damages so assessed and determined, to be paid by the 
county, they shall order the same to be paid to the complainant out 
of the county treasury ; but if, in their opinion, such proposed road 
is not of sufficient importance to the public to cause such damages to 
be paid by the county, they may refuse to establish the same as a 
public highway, unless the expenses or damages, or such part thereof 
as the commissioners may think proper, shall be paid by the peti- . 
fioners. 
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Src. 10. Any complainant who may conceive himself aggrieved 
by the assessment of damages as prescribed by the last two sections, 
may, within twenty days after such report is adopted by the commis- 
sioners, appeal therefrom to the District Court of the proper county 5 
such appeal shall be tried in the District Court, in the same manner 
as appeals from justices of the peace, and if the appellant shall fail 
to recover a judgment more favorable than the report appealed from, 
he shall pay all costs of the appeal. 

Sec. 11. All county roads shall be sixty feet in width, unless 

"the commissioners shall, upon the prayer of the petitioners for the 
same, determine on & less number of feet in point of width. - 


Sec. 12. When the place of beginning or true corner of any public . 


road shall become uncertain, by reason of the removal of any marked 
tree or monument, by which such road was designated, or from any 
other cause, the board of commissioners of the proper county may 
appoint three disinterested householders of the county, to review, 
and if they deem it necessary, to straighten such road; and the 
reviewers shall cause the said road to be correctly surveyed and 
marked throughout, as in the case of new roads, and shall make a 
return of the survey and plot of such road to tlie commissioners of 
the proper county, who shall cause the same, if approved by them, 
to be recorded as in other cases; and from thenceforth such 
road, surveyed as aforesaid, shall be considered as a public highway. 
Src. 13. If any person or persons, through whose lands any 
public highway is or may be established, shall be desirous of turning 
such road through any'other part of his or their lands, such person 
or persons may, by petition, apply to the commissioners of the proper 
county to permit him or them to turn such road through any other 
part of his or their land, on as good ground, and without materially 
increasing the distance, to the injury of the public; and on the re- 
ceipt of such petition, accompanied by a sufficient bond or under- 
taking to pay the costs and expenses to be incurred thereby, the 
commissioners shall appoint three disinterested householders as view- 
"ers, and a surveyor, who, or a majority of such viewers, shall pro- 
ceed to view the ground over which the road is proposed to be turned, 
and ascertain the distance such road will be increased by the pro- 
posed alteration, and make out а report in writing, stating the sev- 
eral distances so found, together with their opinion as to the utility 
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of making such alteration; and if the viewers, or a majority of them, 


shall report to the commissioners that the prayer of the petitioner or 
petitioners is reasonable, and that the proposed alteration will not 


place the road on worse ground, or materially increase the distance, 


to the injury of the public, they shall order the sameto be so-altered ; 
and upon receiving satisfactory evidence that the proposed new road 
hag been opened a legal width, and in all respects made equal to the 
old road for the convenience of travelers, the commissioners may de- 
clare such new road a public highway, and make record thereof, and 
at the same time vacate so much of the old road as is embraced in 
the new, and the person or persons petitioning for the alteration, shall 
pay all the costs and expenses of the view, survey and return of such 
alteration. - 

Szc. 14. That no board of county commissioners within any 
county in this Territory, shall have power to vacate or change the 
location of any Territorial road to a greater distance than one-half 
mile from its original location, and that ouly where it may be neces- 
sary to avoid payment of damages, and intersect the original location 
in the nearest and best ground. 

Sec. 15. "That all Territorial and county roads that have [been] 
located in this Territory in accordance with the provisions of law, 
and a part or portion of such road or roads within any county shall 
have been opened and worked, such roads in such counties shall not 
be liable to be vacated (on account of riot being opened) in less than 
six years from the time of their location. 

Sec. 16. That whenever any road shall have been located, as 
aforesaid, and no part thereof shall have heen pened or worked 
Within four years from the time of its location, such road shall be 
considered vacated. 

© Sec. 17. ' Ef any viewer or reviewer shall refuse or neglect to 

perform the duties required by this chapter, without making satis- 
factory excuse for such refusal or neglect, he shall be fined by the 
commissioners in any sum not exceeding ten dollars, to be recovered 
Љу an action before a justice of the peace of the proper county, which. 
fine, when collected, shall be paid н over without delay into the county 
treasury. 

~ Seo. 18. Upon application being made under ‘the provisions of 
his chapter, for view or review of any public road proposed to be

OF LOCATING PRIVATE WAYS. 

Sec. 19. Any person whose lands shall be во situated that it has 
no connection with any public road may make application in writing 
to the board of commissioners of his county, at a regular session,’ 
fora private road leading from his premises to some convenietit 
public road, and thereupon the said commissioners shall appoint three. 
disinterested householders of the county as viewers, and shall issue 
an order directing them to meet on а day named in such order, ta 
view and locate a private road aecording to the application, and #7 
assess the damages to be sustained thereby, and after being duly 
sworn or affirmed, faithfully and impartially to discharge the duties 
of their appointment, and after at least three days notice, given to 
all persons through whose lands such private road is to be located, 
such viewers shall proceed to locate and mark ont a private road, 
thirty feet in width from some certain point on the premises of the 
applicant, to some certain point on the public road, so as to do the 
least damage to the lands through which such private road is located, 
and they shall, also, at the same time assess the damages sustained 
by the person or persons owning such lands. 

Src. 20. The viewers appointed in accordance with the provi- 
siona of the preceeding section of this act, shall have power to. 
determine in all cases, whether or not gates shall be placed at proper 
points on said road, and assess damages in accordance with that 
deterniingtion, 

Bec. 21. The yiewers so appointed, or a majority of шаа shall: 
makes report to the commissioners at their next regular session, of 
the private road so located by them, and also the amount of damages, 
if any assessed by them,snd the person or persons entitled to such dazá- 
ages; and if the cominigsioners are satisfied that such reperi is just

and after payment by the applicant of all costs of locating such 
“хойд, and the damages assessed by the viewers, they shall order suck 
report to be а, and declare such road to be а private road, 
and the same shall be recorded as such, and any person aggrieved by 
the assessment of damages, may appeal, within twenty days after 
such confirmation of the report, to the District Courf, and such ap- 
peal ghall be tried as appeals from the assessment of damages in case 
of county roads.

OF THE MANNER OF LOCATING COUNTY ROADS, 


Sec. 22. Every Territorial road to be hereafter located, shall be 
viewed, surveyed and returns thereof made according to the provi- 
gions of this chapter, within one year from the passage of the act 
authorizing such road to be laid out, and the width of all Xenon 
roads shall be sixty feet. 

Sec. 23. The commissioners appointed to'loeate any Territorial 
road, after having taken an oath or affirmation faithfully and impar- 
tially to discharge the duties of their appointments, shall proceed to 
view and locate such road, and shall cause the same to be correctly 
surveyed and marked throughout, from the beginning to the end, in 
the same manner that county roads are required to be surveyed and 
marked; and such commissioners, or a majority of them shall make: 
a report, descriptive of the general face of the country over which 
such road passes, accompanied by a plot'of the survey, certified by 
thesurveyor; which report and plot shall, within sixty days after 
the view and survey, be delivered to the Secretary of the Territory, 
to be by him filed and recorded; and within the same period of sixty 
days, they shall in like manner deposit in the office of the clerk of 
the board of county commissioners of each county through which 


” Such road passes, a report and plot as aforesaid of so much of said 


road as shall. be located in such county, to be there recorded as afore- 
said. 

SEC. 24. The commissioners appointed to locate any Territorial 
road, shall, after the completion of the survey of the same, make out 
в certified account of all services rendered, as well by themselves as 
by the surveyor and other persons~employed, charging each county 
through which said road may have been laid out, a proportion of the 
expenses, according to the number of days employed in such county, 
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and the board of county commissioners shall audit and order me 
game to be paid out'of the county treasury. i : 

Sec..25. When any person through whose lands any "Territorial 
road may be located, shall conceive that he would be injured by the 
opening of the same through bis premises, he may, within six months 
after the filing of the report and plot of survey of such road in the 
office of the clerk of the board of commissioners of such county, 
make complaint in writing to such commissioners, setting forth such 
damage ; and thereupon the same proceedings shall be had to assess: 
and determine the damages sustained by such complainant аз in cases 
of .county roads, and the county commissioners shall have the like 
discretion with regard to the payment of such damages as they have 
in the case of county roads ; and such damages shall be paid out of 
the treasury of the county in which the lands are situated. 

Sec. 26. When any Territorial road shall have been located, 
according to the provisions of this chapter, the same shall be and re- 
main а public highway, and shall be opened and worked by the coun- 
ties through which it may be laid out, as county roads are; and such 
road may be altered or changed in any county in the same manner м 
county roads are altered. 


OF ROAD SUPERVISORS AND THEIR DUTIES. 


Sec. 21. The several boards of county commissioners shall, as 
often as they may deem necessary, but not oftener than once a year, 
divide their respective counties, or any part thereof, into suitable 
and convenient road districts, and cause a brief’ description of the 
same to be entered on the county records. 

Sec. 28. The board of commissioners shall, annually, at their 
session in December, appoint one supervisor of roads for each road 
district in the county, and may at any time fill vacancies that may 
eccur in such office, and they shall cause the supervisors by them 
appointed to be notified, thereof in writing. Each supervisor shall 
hold his office until the following December session of the commis- 
sioners, and before entering upon the discharge of his duties, shall 
take an oath or affirmation faithfully to discharge the duties of his 
office, and, if required by the commissioners, shall execute an under- 
taking to the board of commissioners, with one or more sureties, in 
any sum specified by them, not exceeding one thousand dollars, con- 
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ditioned that he will faithfully account for and pay over according to 
law, all moneys that may come into his hands by virtue of his office ў 
and when any person shall refuse to accept the appointment of super- 
visor, he shall be fined the sum of twenty-five dollars, to be аррго- 
priated to road purposes in the road district for which such person 
shall have been appointed; Provided, That the commissioners’ court 
may excuse any supervisor. from payment of said fine, upon being 
satisfied that such person ought not to have been appointed ; and the 
eommissioners' court shall have power at any time to remove from 
office ary supervisor who shall fail or refuse to perform his duty, and. 
all vacancies shall be filled at the term of court at which any removal 
shall be made, or vacancy occur. 

Ssc. 29. It shall be thé duty of the county auditor to furnish 
the supervisors of each road district list of petitioners for county. 
roads, residing in their respective district, and it shall he.the duty‘ of 
the supervisor to cause said petitioners to perform one days’ labor: 
each, in opening said road ; Provided, That any person may; in lieu 
of each days? work to be performed according to this section, pay 
into the hands of the supervisors the sum of two dollars per day, to. 
be expended in labor on the said road in said road district. 

Sec. 30. It shallbe the duty of every supervisor of roads, on 
or before the fifteenth day of March, to obtain the names and make 
out in alphabetical order, a list of all persons liable to perform labor 
on the public roads, residing within his road district, and file the 
same with the county auditor, whose duty it shall be to affix to each 
name the amount of taxable property owned by each person residing 
or owning real property therein, for county rates the last preceding 
year. 
^ Sec. 81. In making such estimate and assessment, the ёпрёгуј- 
вог shall proceed as follows : 

First.—He shall apportion the labor to be performed in his road 
district according to the valuation of taxable property owned Бу each: 
person residing or owning real property therein, in the ratio of one 
days’ work for each and every two thousand dollars assessed for 
county rstes the last preceding year: Provided, That any person 
may, in liew of each days’ work to be performed according to thia 
act, pay into the hands of the supervisors the sum of two dollars per 
day, to be expended in labor on the public road in said district, 
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Second. He shall assess two additional days’ work to be per- 
formed by every male between twenty-one and fifty years of age, 
except persons, who are a public маг Xr too infirm to perform 
labor. ' 

: бес. 89.. Whenever the supervisor shall, from any cause, have 
neglected or omitted to place on his list and assess any person within 
the time required by law, he shall, at any time afterwards, place the 
name of such person on the list, and.assess the number of days’ 
work to be рег огшед Бу him, which assessment shall in all керен 
be valid as if made in due time. | 

Sec. 88. The supervisor shall notify every person within bis 
road district, subject to road labor as aforesaid, to perform. ће work 
assessed on the public roads within his district, and if any person 
subject to road labor as aforesaid, shall, after three days’ previous 
notice, either personally, or by writing left at his usual place of 
abode by the supervisor or any other person by direction of the super» 
visor, neglect or refuse to attend by himself or suitable substitute, 
at the time and place designated by the supervisor, or having attend- 
ed, shall refuse to obey the direction of the supervisor, or shall pass 
his time in idleness and inattention to the duties assigned him, every: 
such delinquent shall forfeit and pay for each day he shall neglect or 
refuse to attend, or for any of the offences above specified in this 
section, the sum of five dollars, to be recovered in а civil action, at 
the suit of the supervisor, before any justice of the peace having 
jurisdiction ; or if the aggregate amount of such sums be over one 
hundred dollars, by action in the District Court; and all money so 
collected, shall be appropriated as hereinafter dirésted, 

Sec. 84. Whenever it shall happen, in consequence of sickness,- 
absenée from home, or any other good cause, that a person liable to. 
perform work as aforesaid, does not attend, in obedience to the notios 
of, the supervisor, at the time and place appointed, and. such person 
is willing to perform, or cause to be performed, the labor required by 
this chapter, no process shall-be issued for the recovery of the pen- 
alty above prescribed, but the supervisor shalt employ such person- 
or his substitute at anothér time and a ic be designated by such’ 
supervisor. ear 

' Sec. 85. Every person notified to labor on the paie roads. uns 
der the provisions of this chapter, shall be required to appear nt the. 
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place appointed by the supervisor at the hour of eight o'clock in the 
forenoon, with such necessary tools.and implements as said supervi- 
sor may direct, and work industriously and diligently, doing at least 
eight hours! faithful labor in each day, at such work and in such 
manner аз shall be directed by the supervisor; and such supervisor 
may, if he deem it necessary,order any person (owning the same)to fur- 
nish a team of horses, mules or oxen, and wagon,cart, scraper or plough, 
to be employed or used on the roads, under the direction of such super- 
visor, who shall allow such person a reasonable compensation for the 
use of such team, wagon, cart, scraper or plough, in discharge of any’ 
labor due from such person. 

Sec: 36. It shall be the duty of every supervisor to collect, by 
suit or otherwise, in his own name as such supervisor, all fines, for- 
feitures and penalties arising and aceruing under the provisions of 
this chapter for the non-performance of labor, and to expend the 
same in the employment of men, when necessary, to put the public 
roads of his road district in good repair; and if any portion of the 
moneys collected by him shall not be во expended, he shall pay the 
same over to the county treasurer on or before the first of December 
annually, and take his receipt for the same, which receipt shall be a 
proper voucher for the supervisor to settle with the county commis- 
sioners for the amount thereof; and the commissioners shall cause 
all moneys so paid into the county treasury to be appropriated to 
repairing the roads in such road district where such fine, forfeiture 
or penalty accrued. 

Src. 37. The supervisors of roads shall open, or cause to be 
opened, all public roads which may have been or may hereafter be 
laid out and established according to law, in any part of his road 
district, and shall keep the same in good repair; and if the labor in 
his district, assessed as provided in Section 32 of this act, is not 
sufficient for that purpose, then Һе shall have authority to assess and 
call’ out such an amount of labor as will be sufficient to put the pub- 
lie roads in his district in good repair; Provided, Said assessment 
shall be made ав near as possible upon the basis of assessment in 
Section 32 ; and he shall have authority to purchase, with any money 
which may come into his Mhds as supervisor, for the use of his road 
district, any ploughs, scrapers, or other implements which he may 
think proper; and to enter upon any lands adjoining or near the 
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public road, and gather, dig and carry away any stone, gravel or 
sand, and cut down and carry off any trees or wood necessary for the 
making and repairing any public road, and to purchase and pay for 
any timber, plank or other materials necessary for making or repair- 
ing any public road in his district ; and to enter upon any lands ad- 
joining or laying near any public road in his road district, and cut, 
open or construct such drains and ditches as he shall deem necessary 
for the making or preservation of such roads, doing as little injury 
as may be to such lands; and’ any person stopping or obstructing 
the drains or ditches so made, shall forfeit the sum of twenty dollars 
for each offence, to be recovered and appropriated as provided in the 
last section ; Provided, That in all suits decided adversely to the 
supervisor, hereby authorized to be instituted by him, he shall be'al- 
lowed a credit in his yearly settlement of costs, he may have been 
compelled to pay on account of ‘such adverse decision or decisions. 

Sec. 38. If any person shall feel agrieved by the act of any 
supervisor cutting or carrying away timber or stone as aforesaid, he 
may make complaint thereof in writing to the county commissioners, 
at any regular meeting within six months after the cause of such 
complaint shall exist, and such commissioners shall proceed to asseas 
and determine the damages, if any, sustained by the complainant, 
and cause the same to be paid out of the county treasury. 

Sec. 89. Every supervisor shall erect and keep up at the forks 
of every highway and every crossing of public roads, within his 
road district, a guide or finger-board, containing an inscription in 
legible letters, directing the way and specifying the distance to the 
next town or public place situated on each road respectively. 5 

Sec. 40. If at any time during the year, any public road shall 
become obstructed, by falling of timber, or from any other cause, or 
any bridge shall be impaired or become dangerous for the passage of 
teams or travelers, the supervisor of the road district upon being 
notified thereof, shall forthwith cause such obstruction to be removed 
or bridges repaired, for which purpose he shall immediately order 
out such number of inhabitants of his districtas he may deem neces- 
вагу to remove such obstruction, or repair such bridge; and all persons:

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That when five or more persons shall asso- 
ciate themselys together for the purpose of forming a cemétery asso- 
ciation, in any incorporated city or town, or any township, precinct, 
village. or neighborhood in thia Territory, such;persons shall have the 
power to adopt a corporate name, and by that name shall be known 
asa body corporate, and shall have perpetual succession,.and be 
dnvested with all powers, rights, privileges, liabilities and immuni- 
ties incident to corporations. Said persons so associated shall have 
power to acquire by purchase, grant or gift, any lot or lots of land, 
not exceeding twenty acres, and lay out the same for а burial place 
for the dead, with convenient walks and aisles, and to sell the same 
for such purpose, and for no other purposes, reserving a sufficient 
number of lots for the burial of the stranger and indigent persons. 
Said persons so associated may have a common seal and may alter 
or change the same at pleasure; said corporation shall have power 
Xo enclose and ornament said burial grounds, to build, and erect 
hearse houses, and keep the same in good repair; to purchase 
thearses, and to do all other things necessary to the end that all the 
‘privileges, conveniencesand benefits of a public and private cemetery 
which may be desired or.obtained.

Whenever the Penitentiary is not supphed with provi- 
sions, clothing, and other necessaries for the use of the convicts 
therein confined, by contract with a lessee, the inspector shall have 
power to contract for the same, to be delivered at the Penitentiary 
in such quantities and at such times as he shall determine, having 
first given notice of the time, place and manner of letting such con- 
tract, by publication in some newspaper, of general circulation, in 
the city of Portland, which said contract shall be awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder, subject however to the proviso.to section 
seven of this act. 

Sec. 10. ‘The inspector is hereby empowered to contract for the 
erection and completion, during the present and each succeeding year, 
of such number of cells in the Penitentiary as he may deem neces-

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To the Congress of the United States :—Your memorialist, the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon, would respectfully 
and earnestly pray that an appropriation of thirty thousand dollars 
may be granted and.appropriated to the making of a military road 
from a suitable place of intersection with the Scottsburg military 
road, by way of Elk Creek, Eugene City, Middle Fork of the 
Willamette river, through the Cascade Mountains, to Fort Boise. 
That a road, as above indicated, would be of much value in the 
moving of troops, &c., between Fort Umpqua and Fort Boise ;: that 
said road would be of great value to the inhabitants of Oregon, and 
particularly to those of the Willamette Valley, and such as may 
settle the middle and southern part of Oregon, east of the Cascade 
Mountains. Such a road would open a direct communication between 
the Upper Willamette and Umpqua Valley and the country east of 
the Cascade Mountains, on a distance not exceeding seventy-five 
miles, while the distance round by land to the same section of coun- 
try would probably exceed three hundred miles, saying nothing of 
the character of the route. The route through the Cascade Moun- 
tains, upon which your memorialist prays an appropriation, is through 
a low pass in the Mountains, and is one which has already been par- 
tially opened, so that immigrants entered the Willamette Valley, in 
1858, that way. ‘But little has been done, to be sure, to improve 
the road, but enough, however, to prove its entire practicability. 
The road, as before mentioned, would at once make it easy and соп- 
venient for persons residing in the Upper Willamette, and more 
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southern valley& of Oregon, to emigrate to the couniry east of the 
Cascade Mountains, and in this manner, and otherwise, bring’ large- 
tracts of those public lands directly into market, and thus early and 
handsomely reimburse the Government for a much larger outlay in 
making the proposed road than that requested by your memorialiat.

` To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States, 
in Congress assembled :—Your memorialists, the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory of Oregon, would respectfully represent, that on 
account of the growing settlements of that part of Oregon situated 
between Portland, in Multnomah county, and the southern boundary 
of Oregon, demand a more speedy, certain, and direct mode of com- 
munication than the present disconnected and indirect manner [in] 
which the United States mails are carried at the present time. The 
public interest demand, as also nine-tenths of the citizens of Oregon. 
require the establishment of a tri-weekly mail route from Portland, 
in Oregon, to Yreka, in California, to be carried tri-weekly in stages. 
The whole line will pass through the populous and wealthy portion 
of Oregon, and at once give mail facilities that are not now offered 
to the citizens of Oregon. ‘The distance from Portland to Yreka is 
something over three hundred miles, commencing near the northern 
boundary of Oregon, and passing through the valleys of the Willa- 
mette, Umpqua and Rogue rivers, containing a population of at least _. 
seven-tenths the population of Oregon. A line of tri-weekly stages, 
carrying the United States mail below Portland, in Oregon, and 
Yreka, in California, would afford that mail facility that the people 
are so justly entitled to receive.
